We  also  enclose  report  from  Superintendent,  which  make 
various  suggestions  endorsed  by  ourselves. 

In  concluding  this  report,  we  will  say  that  from  opening  of 
the  Home  until  now  we  have  called  a  physician  but  twice,  no 
serious  sickness  prevailing,  but  should  any  contagious  diseases 
follow,  we  would  have  no  suitable  place  for  the  sick,  for  this  rea- 
son we  recommend  a  suitable  Hospital  in  the  near  future. 

An  Ice  house  should  be  built  this  winter  and  rilled,  this  is  in- 
dispensable for  future  use. 
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We  should  have  barn,  hog  and  chicken  houses  at  the  ear- 
liest opportunity,  together  with  a  team,  wagon  and  harness,  plow, 
harrow  and  grader. 

The  keeping  of    a    few  cows,  hogs  and    chickens  is  indispens- 
able to  the  Home,  both  as  a  matter  of  convenience  and  economy. 
We  trust    that  your  Honor  will  approve  of    the   recommenda- 
tions made  and  give  your  support   in  the  making  of  proper  ap- 
propriations for  this  most  laudable  institution.
